NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  54  of  the  “  Contagious  Diseases 
(Animals)  Act,”  being  chapter  67  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  the  regula¬ 
tions  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  467,  approved 
the  27th  day  of  February,  1952,  and  as  amended 
by  Order  in  Council  No.  550,  approved  the  4th 
day  of  March,  1952,  be  rescinded,  and  that  the 
following  regulations  be  substituted: — 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires,  “  animal  ”  means  “  animal  ”  as 
defined  in  the  “Contagious  Diseases  (Animals) 
Act  ”;  that  is  to  say,  “  any  horse,  mule,  ass,  swine, 
sheep,  or  goat,  any  farm-bred  fur-bearing  animal, 
and  any  turkey,  goose,  duck,  barn-door  fowl,  or 
other  poultry,  and  any  animal  of  the  bovine  species 
by  whatever  technical  or  familiar  name  known.” 

2.  No  person  shall  transport  or  carry  within  the 
Province  any  animal  or  carcass  of  an  animal,  or 
any  part  thereof,  received  or  sent  from  any  place 
in  Canada  east  of  the  British  Columbia-Alberta 
Border,  unless  he  is  in  possession  of  a  certificate 
signed  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Health  of  Animals 
Branch  of  the  Federal  Department  of  Agriculture 
certifying  that  such  animal  or  carcass  is  not  in¬ 
fected  with  hoof-and-mouth  disease,  and  also  a 
permit  signed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  of  the 
Province  or  his  duly  authorized  representative  per¬ 
mitting  the  transportation  of  the  animal  or  car¬ 
casses  within  the  Province. 

3.  The  Minister  of  Agriculture  may  issue 
permits  for  the  transportation  of  animals  and  car¬ 
casses  thereof  within  the  Province  on  such  con¬ 
ditions  as  he  may  deem  advisable. 

4.  Nothing  in  these  regulations  shall  apply  to: — 

(a)  Cooked  or  canned  meats  or  cooked  or

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  Bounty 
Regulations,  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1090, 
approved  May  18th,  1949,  be  rescinded: 

And  further  that,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  69  of  the  “Game  Act,”  the  following  regula¬ 
tions,  to  be  known  as  the  “  Bounty  Regulations,”  be 
made: — 

Bounty  Regulations 

1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  con¬ 
tained,  payment  shall  be  made  to  any  person  who 
is  the  holder  of  a  licence  to  carry  firearms  under 
the  “  Game  Act  ”  or  to  an  Indian  who  is  a  resident 
of  the  Province: — 

In  respect  of  each  cougar  killed  within 

the  Province,  a  bounty  of.. .  $20.00 

Provided  that  when  a  bonus  or 
registered  cougar-hunter  who  has 
been  appointed  in  accordance  with 
these  regulations  personally  kills  a 
cougar,  within  the  Province,  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  a  bonus  of 
twenty  dollars  ($20)  over  and  above 
the  usual  bounty  set  out  herein. 

In  respect  of  each  timber-wolf  killed 
within  the  Province,  excepting  the 
Electoral  Districts  of  Kamloops, 
Cariboo,  and  Lillooet,  a  bounty  of  25.00 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  mentioned,  a 


bounty  of _ _ _ _  40.00 

In  respect  of  each  coyote  killed  within 

the  Province,  a  bounty  of _  4.00 


2.  Bounties  shall  not  be  paid  on  any  cougar 
unless  the  whole  pelt  of  the  animal  is  produced  with 
an  application  for  bounty,  and  in  respect  to  wolves 
killed  or  taken  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Kam¬ 
loops,  Cariboo,  and  Lillooet,  the  whole  pelt  and 
the  right  foreleg  pad  intact,  but  elsewhere  in  the 
Province  the  pelt  only  must  be  produced.  In  re¬ 
gard  to  the  term  “  right  foreleg  pad  intact,”  this 
means  that  the  pad  should  remain  on  the  pelt 
before  application  for  bounty  can  be  allowed. 

Bounty  shall  not  be  paid  on  any  coyote  unless 
the  complete  scalp  or  cape  of  the  animal  is  pro¬ 
duced,  and  for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations 
“  scalp  or  cape  ”  shall  mean  all  that  part  of  the  pelt 
from  the  tip  of  the  nose  to  at  least  three  inches 
behind  the  ears. 

Further,  for  the  purposes  of  these  regulations  a 
bonus  or  registered  cougar-hunter  shall  mean  a 
person  who  has  registered  and  has  duly  entered 
into  contract  with  the  Game  Commission  to  act 
as  a  cougar-hunter  within  a  given  or  prescribed 
district  and  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  said 
Commission. 

The  pelt  of  any  wolf  or  cougar,  or  scalp  or  cape 
of  any  coyote,  must  be  produced  for  bounty  pay¬ 
ment  with  an  application  for  bounty  within  two 
months  after  the  date  on  which  the  pelt,  scalp,  or 
cape  was  taken. 

3.  Any  pelt  or  part  of  pelt  designated  herein  shall 
be  produced  to  one  of  the  following  officers  — 
namely,  a  Government  Agent,  a  Provincial  Game 
Inspector  or  Supervisor,  a  Game  Warden,  an  officer 
or  constable  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police 
Force,  or  a  person  duly  authorized  in  writing  by 
the  Game  Commission  to  receive  applications  — 
and  shall  deliver  to  the  officer  the  application  made 
by  the  applicant  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Game 
Commission,  setting  out  the  facts  as  to  the  killing 
of  the  animal  and  stating  the  date  on  which  and 
the  place  where  it  was  killed.  The  applicant,  if  he 
is  the  holder  of  a  licence  to  carry  firearms,  shall 
also  produce  his  firearms  licence  for  inspection  by 
the  officer. 

4.  The  officer  shall  examine  the  pelt  produced, 
and  if  a  hole  is  found  in  either  ear  of  the  pelt,  he 
shall  refuse  the  application.  If  both  ears  are  found 
to  be  intact  and  the  application  is  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  herein  contained,  he  shall  cut 
a  hole  of  not  less  than  one-half  inch  in  diametter  in 


the  left  ear  of  the  pelt,  and  shall  endorse  upon  the 
application  a  certificate  of  approval  in  the  form 
provided  by  the  Game  Commission,  and  shall 
return  the  approved  application  to  the  applicant. 
In  respect  of  an  application  for  bounty  covering 
the  destruction  of  a  wolf,  the  right  foreleg  pad, 
where  necessary  under  these  regulations,  is  to  be 
detached  and  destroyed  by  the  officer  taking  the 
application. 

5.  Where  an  animal  is  killed  by  means  other 
than  a  firearm,  and  where  the  person  killing  it  is 
neither  the  holder  of  a  licence  to  carry  firearms  nor 
an  Indian,  payment  of  the  bounty  may  be  made  to 
that  person  if  his  application  therefor  is  approved 
in  writing  by  the  Game  Commission  and  is  other¬ 
wise  in  compliance  with  these  regulations. 

6.  Upon  the  deposit  of  the  approved  application 
with  any  Government  Agent  within  sixty  (60)  days 
from  the  date  of  the  certificate  of  approval,  the 
Government  Agent  may  pay  to  the  applicant  the 
amount  payable  thereunder  with  respect  to  the 
animals  so  killed  by  him.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed.
